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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendment filed 6/3/05. A new ground of 
rejection is introduced as necessitated by amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C, 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appUcant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 2 recites "a current mirror. . and "a comparator..". Figure 6 shows that the 
current mirror is a park the comparator. Therefore, it is miscesciptive disclose the current mirror 
and the comparator separately. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the IMted States. 

4. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fischer (USP 
6288525). 

As to claim 1, Fischer's figure 3 shows a bandgap voltage reference circuit comprising: a 
first circuit (Q17, 8, 9, Q8)) providing a first voltage representative of Vbe of a first bipolar 
transistor (Q17); a second circuit (Ql) providing a second voltage A Vbe representative of the 
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difference of two Vbe voltages of two bipolar transistors (two of the remaining transistors); and a 
comparator (the remaining transistors and 10) receiving voltages representative of Vbe and AVbe 
and an output (output) coupled to the base of the first bipolar transistor whereby a voltage 
representative of the sum of respective constants multiplying Vbe and AVbe is provided at the 
output of the conqjarator (equation 9 in column 5). 

As to claim 3, because circuit figure 3 is a bandgap voltage generator, it is inherent that 
the output voltage independent of tenperature.
